F. A. , perpetuating the 22nd 
Battery, 2nd Canadian Division, which 
had a glorious record during the late 
war. The war record of this battery 

| is transferred to the new battery 

when organized and jgoes a long way 

in creating that ‘“espirt-de-corps” 
hich is so essential in all units. 

A volunteer battery at peace 
strength comprises four guns and 
waggons, togeher with the necessary 
technical equipment,, 103 officers, W. 
O.,, N. C. O. and gunners, drivers 
and two trumpters. <A certain num- 
ber of men are trained as special- 
ists, ie. telegrahers, telephon'sts, sig- 
nallers, range takers, ctc., and a pro 
portion of artificers, ie, armament 
avtificers, wheel wrigits, farriers, 
shoeing smiths and cooks. — Enlist- 
mants is purely yoluntary and tne 
trainiy consisis uf drilis and lectures 
bel in the drill hall also 16 days 
eamp a year. Payment is made as 
Jaid down by department regulations 
to all-men attending camp. The pro 
posed alterations to the building will 
cost in the neighborhood of $1600 and 

- will make an up-to-date drill hall; 
containing Ofrwes, store rooms, drill 
nall,, gyninasium and waggon shed. 
A-permanent armament caretaker will 
be attached, who wil] be available for 
instruction in physical culture and is 
“hoped to start a rifle club if facilites 
for a butts can be ovtained close to 
town. The militia authorities hope 
to officer the battery with officers 
who have seen ovenseas service with 
‘the grtillery. Ex-N. C. O, with over- 
seas service will ba given the pre- 
ference when appointing th senior N. 
<. O. of the battery.

With the duty 
being increased approximately from 
50 to 75 cents per hundr@d pounds,

vents per pound on cat.le up t» 105. 
pounds and 2 cents per pound for 
those over that weight) we would na 
turally assume that the Arnerica..

: Don't Squeeze 
— 

The failure to organize a Wheat Board to assume full charge of the mar 
kefing of this season's grain crop in Western Canada leaves the situation this 
yegr much the same as a year age when a ‘slump in prices took place as soon 
as‘the grain began to be placed on the market. The fall itt prices was so 
great as to completel 
and to bring the selling price actually 


Not- 
withstanding a fairly good yield in many parts of the West last year farmers 
sustained jinancial loss 

Now with the 1922 wheat crop about to be marketed, and with the best 
crdép since the banner year of 1915 to be sold, it is of the utmost importance 
that this huge volume of wheat should not be forced on to the market at once, 
the inevitable result of which would be to cause a “break” in prices that 
would be disastrous and spell ruin to many people, ‘ 

But, in the absence of a Wheat Board, is it possible (o check and control 
the marketing of giain by tens of thousands of individual farmers? 
farmers have contracted debts they must pay and are anxious to pay, 
Fall and early Winter months, following the har Yest, is the period for 
Aiquidation of liabilities. Banks 
merchants and individual creditors all expect and call on the farmer to “pay 
up” at this time and each and all usually proceed with measures to “collect.” 
The wholesaler and jobber who’has extended credit to merchants on the 
strengih of the credit the merchant has given to farmers makes demand for 
his money, thus leaving the merchant no option but to press the farmer. 
thé wholesaler is foreed to do this, because the manufacturer is calling upon 
him to retire his notes. And back of the manufacturer is the Bank which 
advanced large loans to enable him to keep his factory busy and his men em- 
pldyed during the season when little ready money was coming in. The 
Banks, too, have made advances not only to the manufacturers, but all down 
the line to wholesalers, jobbers, merchants and farmers, and have financed 
mortgage and other companies during a period when they could not collect 
even interst in many cases not to mention principal sums. 

Everybody will recognize, of course, that the Banks cannot go on in- 
definitely advancing money on loan unless such loans are repaid and periodi- 
cally there is a general liquidation of outstanding liabilities. Only so can 
Banks tunction properly, the interests of depositors be safeguarded, and the 
financial stability of the country be maintained. 

While fully realizing these things there is a factor in the present situa- 
{fon that must be taken into account if irreparable loss is not to be inflicted, 
not on the farmer alone, but upon every national interest, the Banks and other 
large financial institutions not excepted, 

This season's Western crop should be a debt reducing crop. Rightly 
handled it will accomplish that purpose in large measure, The fact must be 
appreciated, however, that one good crop will not offset the Habilities incurred 
during four or five years of poor crops or no crops at all. And if the pres- 
sure to secure collection of debts in all quarters is so great as to compel far- 
mers to market their grain as rapidly as it is threshed, the market will be so 
glutted that prices will fall below a figure where any profit is left for the far- 
mer. If the farmer derives no profit from his year’s labor, and but barely 
succeeds in covering the costs of production, there will be nothing wherewith 
to reduce the present burden of debt. 

If because of shortsightedness in attempts at debt collection wheat is 
forced on the market beyond the ability of the market to absorb and a bad 
break in prices results, the farmers’ profits will disappear and with the disap: 
pearance of those profits his ability to pay his debts. Failure on the part of 
the farmer to pay will react immediately on merchant, wholesaler, manufac- 
turer and Bank, and ultimately on the nation as a whole. 

It, therefore, is not in the interests of the farmer alone that every effort 
should be made, and every device provided, to render unnecessary the dump- 
ing of the crop on the market immediately following threshing. It is as 
much in the interest of the Eastern manufacturer and financier as it 1s in the 
interest of the Western farmer that wheat prices be maintained, It is like- 
wise in the interest of the city artizan and laborer, Cheap wheat might 
result in a slight lowering in the cost of bread, but a few cents less for bread 
would not compensate for loss of employmentjdue to a slowing up or shutting 
down of. industrial plants and other works caused by financial stringency. 

On the other hand, the gradual marketing of wheat, the maintenance of 
fair prices, and consequent profit to the farmer will enable the latter to ‘pay 
a portion of his accumulated debts and thus ease the financial situation all 
along the line and operate to restore confidence and re-establish credit.

Soap Made By Romans 
Art of Making Soap Seems to Have 
Been Known Centuries Ago 

About 5,000 to 6,000 years ago 
there existed an ancient and highly 
developed civilization in the Island of 
Crete, whose chief city was called 
Cnossos, Our knowledge of early 
Cretam life and culture is very limit- 
ed, due chiefly to the fact that the 
Cretan langtfage, as represented in 
the sculptured writings left us, is 
one of the few languages that scien- 
tists have been*unable to decipher. 
But, in the ruins of this very old 
city there has been found a bath-tub 
much like the kind that is used today 
observes the Scientific American, 

So, the belief that “cleanliness is 
next to godliness,” has apparently an 
ancient and honored origin. Soap 
too is of ancient lineage, but the 
very carly civilized nations did not 
know it. They used instead , the 
juices of certain trees and fullers’ 
earth as cleansing agents, Fullers’ 
earth is also called infusorial earth, 
and is the remains of minute dia- 
fomaceous animals, It is found in 
the earth at certain places. This 
substance was spread on the clothes 
and stamped in with the feet. 

Soap was undoubtedly made by 
the Romans in Pompeii, for in the 
ruins of the city there is found the 
remains of a  soapmaker’s shop. 
During the Eighth Century soap was 
made in Italy and Spain. The first 
real soap works was established at 
Marseilles in France in the Twelfth 
Century, when olive oil was first em- 
ployed for the purpose of soap imak- 
ing.

The Problem Of . 
The Mentally-Defective 


Grave Social Menace That 
Properly Understood 

The mentally defective constitute 
by no fault of their own, one of the 
greatest and most perplexing of ‘so- 
cial problems. This fact is all too 
little understood and appreciated. 
It is usually estimated that from 114 
to 2 per cent. of the population ate 
below par mentally, On that basis 
there are in Canada from 135,000 to 
180,000 of these unfortunates. Some 
are idots, utterly helpless and unable 
to care for themselves. Others are 


imbeciles, a grade higher than idiots, |- 


but unable to support themselves, and 
requiring constant oversight and pro- 
tection. Between the imbecile and 
the normal are the much larger pro- 
portion who because they are not 
easily detected constitute the greater 
menace. After they reach adult 
years they remain mere children in 
mentality and self-control, yet pos- 
sessed with all the passions, propen- 
sities and desires of adults. 

It is easy to see what a menace this 
combination constitutes, to 
selves and to the community, 

Their sexual propensities arg un- 
usually strong, and they have neither 
mental vision to foresee the 


them- 


conse- 
self: 
control to govern their passions. They 
multiply twice as fast as normal folk, 
and always repraduce their own kind 
und this quite regardless of whether 
they are married or not. In the 
Board of Education Offices in Vancou- 
ver is a family chart showing that 
some years ago an alcoholic man mar- 
ried a feeble-minded woman,

children were born. Three fortun- 
ately died young. The nine who 
grew up are all feeble-minded. One 


of these, a young woman now in her 
twenties, is the illegitimate mother of 
five children all feeble-minded, Four- 
teen mental defectives, each one a so- 
cial problem, from one marriage that 
never should have been allowed. 

It is estimated by those best quall- 
fied to judge that two-thirds of all 
prostitution is due to feeble-minded- 
ness. Moreover, a large proportion 
of the children born out of imé 
have feeble-minded mothers, 
women

easeS and infect all their male asso- 
clates, Many of these associates are 


and Infect their innocent} 
wives, and pass on the dread heritage 
to their 
children, It is estimated that not 
less than forty per cent. of venereal 
disease is due to this course. 

At least fifty per cent. of all crimes 
in general are committed by these un- 
fortunates, Their uncontrolled pas- 
sions lead to assaults, common or in-| 
decent, to incendiarism, to murder, to) 
burglary, to banditry, to the demoral-| 
ization of children of both sexes. 

Many of the epidemics of vice in} 
schools is due to a small group of 
feeble-minded girls or boys or both. 
Normal children, especially boys, are 
by them led into vice, and the evil | 
rapidly. spreads, Mischief is thus 
done that will curse these youths for| 
years if not for life. 

It is false economy not to provide} 
for the care, training or restraint of 
these deficients. A large part of the 
enormous cost’of administration of 
justice, police courts, gaols, prisons, 
reformatories, etc., could be saved if} 
made for 


their kind. A subsequent article will 
however deal with the remedy for this 
greut social evil.

Greenhouse Insects 
Indoor Plants and Crops Under Glass

For some time 
to come the chain will lack several 
of its smaller links, these being the 
Suez Canal, Singapore, Hong , Kong 
and East Africa. 

Instead of proceeding by geograp- 
hical steps of about 2,000 miles eath 
fo Australia, South’ Africa and India, 
the Imperial Government proposes to 
establish direct communication, For 
this purpose a great new wireless sta- 
tion will be built in England, capable 
of developing 2j0 kilowatts of high 
frequency power, or twice the guan- 
tity cohtemplated when the scheme 
was in its infancy. This new sta- 
tion will be oné of the largest in the 
world, 

With the five station in operation— 
England, Egypt, India, South Africa 
and Australia—it is stated that a serv- 
ice will be maintained capable of 
handling more than 10,000,000 words 
per year, When the relay stations 
have been established, it is expected 
that between 20,000,000 and 30,000,000 
words per annum can be dealt with. 
The new station will be near Bourn, 
on the southwestern boundary of Lin 
colnshire. 

The original scheme for the Imper- 
fal Wireless Chain provided for a 
capital expenditure of £ 1,243,000, 
with annual charges amounting to 
£425,000. The new station, being so 
much more powerful, will be consid- 
erably more expensive than the sta- 
tion first contemplated, but on the 
other hand, the omission or defre- 
ment of the stations at Suez, Singa- 
pore, Hong Kong and East-Afriea 
must reduce the total expenditure in- 
volved. Of the original estimate of 
capital expenditure £853,000 was to 
be borne by the Imperial Government, 
who were also to defray £268,000 of 
the annual charges.

Danger To 
odern Battleship 


’ 

There is something fascinating in 
the idea that a great battleship can 
be. destroyed by so small a machioe 
as an aeroplane. And in Sggland a 
burning controversy rages as to whet 
will happen with a slim, 100-mile-an- 
hour torpedo-carrying . aeroplane 
rushes in low over the water to launch 
its deadly missile, which, if it should 
actually reach its target, would seri- 
ously cripple the largest battleship. 
A writer in the London” Graphic jim- 
agines this alr attack: 

The fleet or torpedo-planes” has’ 
been waiting in its aerodrome or the 
surface of its harbor, accerding as 
the planes are shod with wheels or 
floats, wailing until the aerial scouts 
have located the enemy battle-flect 
and reported its pace and direction. 
Then away go the planes, mountinsy 
slowly and steadily to a_ height 
which renders them free from hostile 
antlaircreft fire, manoeuvring for a 
position-of attack. They fly in divi- 
sions, k@ping accurate station, just 
like ships at sea. The final wircless 
reports come in from the scouts, wioe 
have been dogging the heels of the 
battle-fleet, all is ready, and the game 
can begin. If the attack can como 
down wind, so much more rapid wil 
it be, and if it can be delivered trom 
out of the eye ,of the sun, sogmuch 
worse will be the aim of the enemy's 
gunners. The scouts, at a given siz- 
nal, put down a smoke screen, drop: 
ping fireballs upon the water and to 
windward of the (target, screening the 
planes from the battleships, but not 
obscuring the view from above. The 
tospedo-planes gain the desired po 
sition’ under cover of the scrten, 
and then down they swoop, line aftcr 
line, each in turn flattening out over 
the water at a height of thirty feet, to 
discharge their torpedoes, and at some 
four or five hundred yards from*the 
battleships. The pace is so terrific 
that there is almost a sense of re icf 
that the plane has not dived head-first 
The torpedoes dro) 
with a splash, full Jength into the sea.

haps the planes are still half-obscureil 
lin the smoke, while the outline of the 
j battleship is easy to discern from the 
plane. 

Once the torpedo is discharged, the 
planes seem literally to dance an. 
leap with joy at having discharged t) 
dead weight they have been carryinys, 
and, twisting and turning, they disap- 
pear, each one for itself and as best 
it can, with a final belt of machine- 
gun fire at the battleship’s bridge, or 
a bomb or two at the gunners below. 
Perhaps the attack has commence? 
with a feint by a few planes upon one 
flank, and, when all eyes aré straining 
that way, in comes the real attack 
upon the other flank. The big ships 
turn towards the coming torpedoes; 
trying to evade them by washing them 
aside, and presenting less of a target 
as they incline their flanks to the 
direction of the torpedo. But they 
answer their helms slowly, and tho 
torpedo has not far to go, The nois2 
of the guns and machine-guns, the 
roar of the propellers, the smoke and 
the suddenness of the attack will tend 
to upset the gunner’s nerves. He will 
miss. He will bombard his own ships. 
How many partridges go safely past 
even the best of shots in a drive? ‘The 
battleship is useless, say the advo- 
cates of the aeroplane. 

But there is another side to the 
question, The battle-fleet, which the 
torpedo-planes are to attack, must 
first expose itself within their radius 
of action, by no means unlimited. Bis 
batile-fleets avoid narrow waters. 
And then the battleship is accompan- 
fed by aircraft carriers, from the deck 
of which fighting planes @an go up, 
and-to which they can descend when 
their petrol is running short. 

Flying-boats also, as time goes 
on, will rise from the sea, and the 
torpedo-planes will find themselves 
attacked by their own’ kind, unen- 
cumbered by the dead weight of a 
torpedo, The manoeuvring for po- 
sition, the keeping of station, the 
timing of the attack will not be un- 
molested, And, oytside the battle- 
ships, move the smiullef craft; incon- 
veniently placed at the point where 
the planes would like to flatten out. 
The battle-fleet wall continually be al- 
tering direction, zig-zagging in fact, 
and the smoke screen may even allow 
of an unnoticed change of direction. 
For a smoke screen is often a two- 
edged weapon, and it is possible lo 
obscure one’s own view in attempting 
to blind one’s adversary. The weather 
may be bad, there may be low-lying 
clouds, for or mist and haze may close 
down in a moment, after the torpedo- 
planes have started. It 
that such a big thing as a battle-fleet 
may evade detection completely. 
There are gales which preclude all fly- 
ing over the sea, and which hardly af: 
fect the surface-going batileship.\ 

Only careful experiment can really 
draw the balance between the oppos-

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‘An All-Metal Aeroplane 


Airships Made of Aluminum May 
Supplant Earlier Types 

There was recently completed tn 
Great Britain the first acroplane to 
be made wholly of metal, The ad- 
vantages of doing away with wood 
and other combustible material need 
not be emphasized; and tlie all-metal 
aeroplane gives promise of supplant- 
ing all the earlier forms. A special 
alloy of aluminum js used in its con- 
struction, and the Government is at 
present engaged in making very elab- 
orate tests of the strength of every 
part. Special attention is being giv- 
en to the risks of corrosion with the 
metal employed and investigations on 
this point are being carried out in the 
Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research, So much deperfds on 
this new type of aeroplane that al 
though the first flying tests have been 
very satisfatcory the Gdvernment pre- 
fers to regard the model as an experi- 
ment and to suspend judgment until a 
most exhaustive examination_over a 
long period is completed.

Testing Tractors 


Device that Gives Details of Test 
MU Performances 

It is by no means an easy matter 
for an agriculturist to choose the best 
type of tractor for his particular pur- 
pose. All the more important, there- 
fore, is it that accurate details should 
be available of test performances of 
each model. Comparative trials. in- 
volve the use of an instrument for 
recording the exact pull which the 
tractor exercise under different condl- 
tions. The first types of instru- 
ments.employed for this purpose were 
of rather a laboratory character, and 
a British engineer was therefore led 
to design an appliance which, while 
accurate, could readily withstand the 
rough conditions of tests in ploughing 
and other operations. The instru- 
ment he has designed has proyed en- 
tirely successful and has been adopted 
by British and other governments for 
testing haulage appliance of various 
kinds. It can be arranged to give 
a record on a chart of the time occu- 
pied by any particular test, in addi- 
tion to the draw-bar pull at any mo- 
ment; and it will record the depth of 
the furrow which is being ploughed.
